Vt a good price he will tryjhard to nccomrno- 
late. The writer knows of several ueigh-

1'JIH! MILK TRADE. 


There seems just now to be an unusual 


competition iu tbe milk business, both at 
Newport and other New England cities and 
towns. 
As the price of milk when delivered 


to families was kept up after other articles 
wont down from war prices, there has been 
a great temptation among farmers to strike 
out in this direction, and they have enlarged 
their dairies until now wo find the supply 
mueh greater than tbe demand. As n con- 
sequence there is a marked falling off In 
prices, and as tho competition goes on there 
is a probability that still lower figures will 
be reached until the farmers are discouraged 
and turn their efforts in new directions. 


If this condition of things shall load to 


some reforms in iho business it will bo of 
advantage to nil parties. As matters now 
Aland it costs loo much to deliver milk in 
tbe market. Tho consumers cannot alTord 
to pay for peddling it out on the present 
plnn. For each farmer to deliver his own 
anil drive over tlio wholo city In disposing 
of a few onnn is quite too cofllly a process 
and nno that should bo abandoned. 
Tho 


work of distribution can bo done with one 
fourth of tho men 
ntul tomim now (im- 


plored if n proper system Is adopted. 
The 


llowed, for Installed, In Hyrnoiifio, N. 


Y., is iu point. Tbut oity is supplied wilb. 
milk by au association of farmers, who all 
Eeud their milk to a central depot from 
which it is delivered by carriers, each of 
whom supplies c presoribedjdtstriot of the 
city. This is an enormous saving over our 
method, and one that enables consumers to 
get tbe article at a less cost and yet leavo an 
equally largo margin for producers. The 
price iu Syracuse is four cents a quart tho 
year round. 


Now that farmers ore complaining that 


the milk business does not pay it might bo 
well to thus curtail the expenses and make 
it pay. Such an association would under- 
soil any private dealer and BO virtually con- 
trol tho business making it proiitittjlo for 
both parties. 


Thoro la not enough attention paid to tho 


quality of the milk sold iu tho market nor 
to the fact that the article as coming from 
different dairies differs largely as to its ac- 
tual value. In tbe market milk is quoted 
at ono price, though different samples are 
no more aliko than different brands of Hour 
or different grades of coifee and tea. 
Tho 


value of milk'depends largely on tho nature 
of the stock kept, and more largely on the 
food and tho caro that is taken of tho ani- 
mals. Poor cr insufficient food and bad 
water cannot produce good milk. 
Neither 


can it be furnished from cons kept in un- 
ventilated stables and left standing in filth 
and surrounded wilh foul odors. 
As milk 


is one of our most important articles of food 
it would bo well for every consumer to in- 
spect the premises of his rnilkinau and bo- 
come thoroughly acquainted with his habits 
of cleanliness while milking and earing for 
the animals. All bad odors about a barn 
affect the quality of milk. 
The odor sf 


manure from a close, cellar will destroy tho 
varnish ou a carriage or sleigh in tho baru 
above, and if the odor is so strong it mnet 
affect the breath of tho cow ami cuuse 
disease. 


We speak it with great caution, but can 


scarcely omit saying that a great deal of 
poor milk is sold in our market. Some of us 
have used such until we have lost sight of the 
difference between good and bad. We do 
not say that this is because tho milk is 
watered, for probably it is not. But some- 
times tbe night's milk is kept over, skiuimed 
iu the morning, mixed with tho fresh and 
sold as first class. Such a process reduces 
its value very much,but where the evening's 
supply is not otherwise disposed of lb.3 
practice is not altogether uncommon even in 
this latitude. 


The competition among dealers is now 


so sharp that those who furnish a poor ar- 
ticle must go to the wall. 
Consumers will 


change their milkman and will try one after 
another until they get u good article. 
If 


they demand only tho 
best 
they Will 


get it. The farmers can in this way be 
taught to keep good stock, food rich food, 
provide clean stables oud otherwise core 
well for tho article to be delivered. As this 
is a question in which every household is 
interested it is well to consider the subject 
as of prime importance and iu making pur- 
chases govern ourselves accordingly.

with Senator John A. Logan, and sends him 
a challenge to light n duel and thus settle it 
"as is usual among gentlemen." It would 
seem that tho time had come when even 
these hot headed southerners should know 
that duelling is not practiced by geutleuieu 
at all. It belongs to a past ago aud a dead 
civilization aud Gen. Loga-j does exactly 
right iu treating the wholo thing with con- 
tempt. 
He has iu tho past mot those "gen- 


tlemen" on the field and helped vanquish 
them and even they will not bo disposed to 
accuse him of cowardice. 


If Mr. Lowe thinks ho can aloiio for his 


offence against Geu. Logan by sending such 
a challenge be is greatly mistaken. 
Tho 


story of the quarrel as told by tho corres- 
pondents is to tho effect that somo little 
time since Lowe made a statement that 
Senator Logan on tbe eve of the rebellion 
was ou Iho point of entering the Confed- 
erate service : that to this end ho raised 
three regiments of troops iu Illinois With 
tho declared intent to take the field with 
them ; but that just before their departure 
from Illinois Logan deserted them. 
Mr. 


Lowo did not leave his subject here. 
As 


alleged by his reporter ho affirmed his story 
with intense emphasis. "It is so true," he 
declared, "that Logan himself will not deny 
it. If asked upon the floor of tho Senate 
he will dodge tho question. I tell you I 
have talked with men whom I knew, aud 
who declared they were enlisted for the 
Confederate service by Logan.1' 


This agreeable tale was of course at once 


brought before the eye of Senator Logan. 
On the 21st of April, in the Washington Na- 
tional Republican, he . published a card on 
the subject. 
The substance of this card is 


that tho statement of Mr. Lowe is "a viudic- 
tivo aud malicious lie." 
Mr. Logan added 


that ho bad beard that Mr. Lowe assorted 
that what was published was not a correct 
report of what he had said ; but that in 
such a case he should have corrected tho 
statement and bold tho reporter responsible 
for putting a lie into his month. However 
this might bo the statement was false aud 
slanderous, and "Colonel Lowo and tho re- 
porter can setllo tbe question botwesn them- 
selves as to which ouo has been guilty of 
perpetrating this villainous falsehood." 


On tbe publication of this card Mr. Lowo 


wrote to Mr. Log.m asking him to with- 
draw the offensive expressions it contained. 
To this request Mr. Logan returned no 
answer.
